The sugar cane moth. borer, 
which is very prevalent in some 
sugar cane flelds of the 
glades,lays eggs on the leayés of 
the cane plant. From six to tight 
days later, depending mostly-on 
temperature, the eggs hatch small 
worms which bore into the cane 
stalk causing a loss.of sugar con- 
tent of the plant due to actual 
feeding of the insect. More im- 
portant, the- worm gives entrance 
to fungi which invert the' sugar 
in the stalk to an unusable form. 

In previous years, the govern- 
ment men and officiala of the 
Experiment Station Mave liberated 
sevetal different forms of para- 
pites, including a; small. wasp-like 
parasite, known scientifically as 
Bassus stigmaterus, introduced 
from.Brazil about 1935 by the 
Bureau of Entomology and thé 
Experiment Station in cooperation 
This wasp has become well estab- 
lihed in fjelds heavily infested 
with the sugar cane borers and is 
aiding materially in the control 
of the borer. 

Last summer the same group 
fly, which was- discovered and 
brought to this area from the Am- 
azon valley of” South America. 
Thesè varieties have since died 
Out, it has been discovered. The 
group this year liberated a — dry 
form- of the same  Insect-parasite 
which originates "in the Sao 
Paulo area of Brazil.

Service Aims To Halt Migratory Labor 


One of the prime objectives of 
the United States Employment: 
rvice at the outset Was to 


inate to a large degree the aim- 
less and non-productive migration 
Of workers. This migration tends 
to glut the labor market in certain 
localities while in other localities 
a need exists for workers. - 

In order to overcome this "un- 
desirable condition, the United 
States Employment Service es- 
tablished what is known,as the 
Clearance Division. 
cles and procedures were devised 
which were uniformly applicable 
These policies have 
been followed since the inception 
of the Public Employment Service. 
Through thè Clearance Division of 
the State Employment Services, 
worker residing in'any locality in 
this country. may learn of employ- 
ment opportunities in his parti- 
cular line of wofk in any: other 
locality n the country. This.ser. 
vice tends to discourage mass mi 
gration of workers since informa- 
tion on labor supply and. démand 
cağ be procured at local Employ- 
ment Offices in each of th States, 

Efnployers in industry, follow- 
ing the year 1932 and 1933, found 
it difficult to establish connections 
with former biployees who were 
dismissed from service because of 
conditions deterrent to operation. 
When employers reopened factor- 
ies, mills and other, enterprises, 
the Clearance Division-of the Em- 
ployment Service was found to be 
the answer to the problem of Jo- 
cating workers who had moved 
from former residences. The Clear- 
ance Division located these work- 
ers in many parts oč the country 
and thereby enabled the enter- 
prises to resume operating sche- 
dules with experienced and cap- 
able personnel The Employment 
Services also located workers of 
similar abilities whenever design-

The possibility of establishing a 
Boys’ and Girls’ Camp as a Belle 
Glade Community profect, was ad- 
vanced by, the Rev. J. O. Jameson 
at the regular Wednésday noon 
Lions' Club meeting last week., 

The idea of establishing the 
boys' and girls’ camp, came as a 
result of work at the Vacatíon 
Bible school, which is Being held 
for the sixth consecutive summer 
at the Cominunity Methodist 
Church. Bible study, recreation 
and creative activities such as 
handcraft;and needlework are 
combiped in such a manner as to 
give over a hundred boys and girls 
comprehensive training in Biblical 
worship, cooperation and in the 
development of latent talents 
which may materially. aid the 
child to find the vocation in which 
he might be most interested.
